On the ev ening of the 
“day of the dead” one can see an in­ 
finite nu mber of these little lights 
twinkling amid the shadows of the 
grav estones and showing now and 
then the p ale face of a mou rner.

There is no\y a 
cremation society in 
Milan, 
the 
members of which p ay an admission 
fee of 
dollars and need hav e no 
fu rther concern in regard to their 
bodies aft(*r death. 
At the ex treniit'- of the sp ace 
called the Necro])''ii, which is re­ 
serv ed for family in mu ments, rises 
the Ossario or elu u 'u el hou se. 
This 
Is for the recep tion of remains re­ 
mov ed from the ea^h after ten y t‘ars, 
that being the time allotted by the 
gov tM’nment for the body to remain 
in the grou nd. 
By p ay ing a certain 
stip u lated su m the p ermission is <c\- 
tended to thirty y ears or p erp etu ity . 
Also, according to the Italian law, 
a body is allowed to remain only a 
certain nu mber of hou rs u ni)u ried— 
thirty , I believ e, after death. 
P er­ 
mission to ex tend this time is some­ 
times granted. 
The body of the 
wife of the dep u ty , Cav alotti, was 
kep t for two .y ears in a room in her 
hu sbancVs hou se on Lake Maggiore, 
awaiting the bu ilding of a v au lt to 
receiv e it.

Tantardini. It shows tlie beau tifu lly - 
modeled figu re of a y ou ng woman, 
seated, with the hands clas|)ed ov er 
the knees, and with an ex p ression 
of su ch bitter, desp airing u nbelief 
that one cannot look at it withou t a 
feeling of sy mp athy for one who su f­ 
fers su ch hop eless sorrow.

OUR T R E A T Y W ITH E N G L A N D . 


Was Y.' ritten on Cheap 
Paper and 
Tied with Blue Ribbon. 
The first thing was to get from 
the king of England a statement 
that he and his ministers were will­ 
ing formally to acknowledge Amer­ 
ican indep endence. 
When this was 
done three American commissioners 
went to Paris, in order to be u pon 
neu tral territory , and there they 
met one Dav id Hartley , who had 
been named by the king to rep re­ 
sent Great Britain. 
Each sp ent 
some time ex amining the ’ other’s 
credentials to see that they were 
treating with 
the 
right p arties. 
When finally satisfied u p on this im- 
p ortant matter, they took a few 
sheets of common and rather coarse 
white p ap er, nine by fifteen inches 
in size, and folded once, and at the 
top of the first p age of it they wrote, 
in coarse and cru de hand: “ In the 
name of the most I10I3" and u ndiv ided 
Trinity .” 
Writing in u nbroken lines across 
the entire p age, on both sides W the 
p ap er, and freq u ently referring each 
to the other as “high mightinesses,” 
these commissioners filled nearly 
fou r sheets of the p ap er and at the 
end they signed their names. Dav id 
Hartley signed first, and he p laced 
his name away u p in the left hand 
corner, ju st u nder the last line of 
the tex t, where it ap p ears almost 
crowded off the p ap er by the names 
of 
the 
American 
signers, 
John 
Adams, 
Benjamin 
Franklin 
and 
John Jay . 
They tied the sheets together with 
some v ery narrow and v ery cheap 
blu e ribbon, the ends of which were 
fastened to the p ap er with p atches 
of red sealing wax . 
This wax they 
needlessly bu rned in p lacing it ju st 
at the left of their signatu res. 
This is the definite treaty of Ver­ 
sailles, now y ellow and faded. 
By 
it Great Britain formally renou nced 
all claim to the thirteen original 
states. 
These fou r sheets of cheap 
p ap er, with their 
“ high mighti­ 
nesses,” their “most p otents,” and 
their faded blu e ribbon, constitu te 
the oiTicial close of the rev olu tionary 
war. —Harp er’s Magazine. 


An Elaborate Dinner Service. 


A v alu able and interesting dinner 
serv ice p ainted by an American con­ 
su l du ring a fifteen y ears’ absence in 
Germany consists of one hu ndred 
and thirty -one pieces, on which are 
p ainted the p ortraits of the reigning 
sov ereigns of Eu rop e. Many of them 
are copied from p hotograp hs p re­ 
sented by the su bjects themselv es, 
and the fine miniatu res made after 
them are accu rate in ev ery detail. 
The p lates, which hav e a framework 
of gold, hav e on the rim of each fou r 
medallions rep resenting the arms of 
tlie nation or its ru ler or p rincip al 
ev ents that hav e taken place du ring 
his reign. Between these medallions 
there are designs that rep resent p e­ 
riods in the art dev elop ment of each 
cou ntry . 
The ¡K^^'t^'ait of the ru ler 
is in the center. 
One of the p lates 
of tliis remarkable set which is de­ 
v oted to England has on the border 
the crown, the roy al orders, the na­ 
tional emblems of red and white 
roses, shamrock and tliistle, as well 
as v i(‘ws of Windsor castle, tlie P a r­ 
liament hou se, etc.—X. Y. Post.

output, or input, of the season now 
in progress will be very large. 
The methods in yogue in harvest­ 
ing ice in these days are far differ­ 
ent from those employed when all 
that was necessary for the work was 
to be 5ound in a long saw, two or 
three men and a team of horses. In 
these days all this has given way to 
elaborate 
time-saving machiiiery, 
and the industry is quite intricate. 
After the ice has been cleared of 
snow it is marked off into sections; 
a plow drawn by two stout horses 
cuts down in the lines two or three 
inches; men with long bars of iron 
follow on and wedge the ice off into 
great cubes of translucent crystal, 
which then go sailing down a long 
canal in the ice and are drawn by 
steam machinery up a longcarriage- 
w^ay to the icehouse. 
There are 
various galleries iu the house into 
wiiich the ice is railroaded by means 
of tracks adjusted to each gallery. 
The buildings for the housing of 
the ice are immense affairs. 
If we 
could suddenly strip the outer cover­ 
ing from one of these buildings 
alongside some snowy lake in Min- 
nesota we should see a vast oblong 
cake of ice rising nearly a hundred 
feet in air, two hundred feet long, 
and another hundred wide, twenty- 
five thousand tons of it, all in one 
solid mass with nothing to mar its 
opaque beauty. 
The weather is often intensely cold 
when the men are at work in the 
height of the ice harvest, though 
the sun may be bright and the sky 
as blue as a robin’s egg, and the air 
still you would never dream it 
could be stirred by a blizzard’s 
breath. In the lakes around the two 
cities mentioned, when the ther­ 
mometer declines to thirty or forty 
degrees below zero, the ice frequent­ 
ly reaches a thickness of three feet 
and over. 
The ice harvest in the ncjrthwest 
has become an industry of immense 
importance, whether we consider it 
from the standiioint of the shipper 
of perishable fruits and meats, from 
that of those who delight in all the 
refreshment which it affords in the 
long, hot summer days, or from 
that of the fever-scourged sufferer 
who, in the merciful light of modern 
medical science, may hold the cool­ 
ing crystal upon his parched tongue.

was Ru nning slowly, intending to 
catch on to the caboose when it came 
along.

past him there was no caboose to 
climb u pon, and the train rattled on, 
leaving him standing there u pon the 
track.

engineer, su pposing 
th a t the condu ctor had got safely on 
board a t the grade, let ou t a little 
and sped away. 
“The condu ctor hardly knew in 
which direction to go, bu t while he 
was slowly plodding on north a con­ 
stru ction train came along throu gh 
the darkness and he managed to 
stop it.

Mr. D u ckett carefu lly 
stow^ed his “change” away in a sep­ 
arate pocket and has cherished the 
coin ever since, becau se of its having 
been last u sed by the great soldier- 
president.—Philadelphia Record.
